WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—The report 


from Havana that the French are in trea- 
ty wUh the Danes for the Islands of St. 
Thomas, St. Croix, and St. John is not 
ci-edi'.ed in administration quarters. Dur- 
ing the Presidency of General Grant it 
became necessary to inform tlie Danish 
Government that any attempt to transfer 
her colonial possessions on this continent 
to anoihev European nation would be re- 
garded as an unfriendly aet, and treated 
as such.

Judge Toiirgee and His Wife. 


From the Cinrini'nti Commercial. 


Although " A Fool's Errand" -\vas pub- 


Hshod last winter, it is still selling at the 
rate of 2,500 copies a week. 
They even 


read it in the Solid South. A gentlemen, 
some time ago went into a doctor's office 
in Greensboro, North Carolina, BO unex- 
pectedly that the radical gentleman tried 
to hide a book he was reading. 
Itwus 


the "Fool's Errand." 
Being 
rather 


pushed into the corner by inquisitive 
questions, the doctor confessed that lie 
was intensely interested in it, and that he 
was really reading it for the third time. 
The strangest part of all is that the North 
Carolinians do noftly into a rage over 
the book, but on iiic whole are said rath- 
er to enjoy it. They take the stories o£ the 
Ku-Klnx rieiidishness and other atroci- 
ties as a compliment to the unconquera- 
ble spirit of the South. 
The " Verdeu- 
tion" of the book is Greensboro, North 
Carolina." Warrmffton " is the plantation 
upon which Judge Tourgee settled. He 
went to stay. He was in no sense of the 
word a carpet-bagger. He went, as lie 
s: y>. " forgetful of the] fact that the social 
conditions of three hundred years are not 
to lie overthrown in a moment." His 
\vi!V, ;t reltnod, accomplished woman, ac- 
coinpiimed him, like himself full of hope 
and courage. 


Tliis is iiow they lived after they got 


there. AYheii Mrs. .Tourgee went along 
the ^streets of Greensboro, the women 
of that town made a wide circuit around 
her, and gathered back their clothes as if 
they were afraid ot touching her. All 
that impotent female spite could do to 
poison her existence was done. Socially, 
she lived in an isolation as terrible as if 
she hud been the old Indian woman on 
her Santa Barbara Island. 
Southern 


ladies often come North, nowadays, to 
visit here in Cincinnati. They are made 
as welcome and made the recipients of 
as many graceful, social attentions as if 
there had never been a war between the 
North and South, and as if, indeed, the 
North had never beaten the South in a 
fair light. But Mrs. Tourgee, a lady as 
refined, as delicately bred as any woman 
in the liui'l, went among Southern peo- 
ple, and only because she was from the 
North was put upon a level with "nig- 
gers." Perhaps, however, this is a proper 
manifestation of the 
"unconquerable 


spirit" Carolinians glory in. 


The domestic happiness the "Fool" 


and his wife enjoyed may be inferred- 
from the fact that whenever Judge Tour- 
gee started out]to,attend Court Mrs.Tour- 
gee never dared ft-el any confidence that 
he would tome back alive. He was a 
Northern man, and a Kepublicau who 
dared to say so in what is supposed to 
be -i free country. For this reason ho 
was universally hated. Attempt« were 
made to kill him. A plot to assassinate 
him was formed, much in the same man- 
ner as described in the story. He escap- 
ed it by following the road that his horse 
civ. 'se. 


A man who knew him well at Greenr,- 


boro, and who lived there when he did, 
says he received stacks of anonymous 
letters from the "Regulators," threaten- 
ing his life. They were profusely decor- 
ated with coffins, skulls, and cross-bones. 
Black men, and white ones too, used fre- 
quently creep secretly to his house, with 
their backs bleeding from the Ku-Klnx 
bull-whip. They had been dragged from 
their beds in the dead of night, and thus 
cruellv lashed.

Here is n story told by ti Berlin corres- 


pondent of Olo Bull which will be 
road now with interest. 
»Sc 'ion c ecru. 
etc.: 


Gu.s[Kir da Halo, tlio. only violin maker 


who i-iui be called the equal oC Joseph 
Ganderius, lived and worked at the eom- 
juiaicemt'iit of the sixteenth century. He 
hail made ti violin with so much care, and 
WHS himself so satisfied with his work, 
that he desired Benvenuto Cellini to 
carve the neck. The head of the instru- 
ment is formed by a lovely chernb's face, 
which is supported by a smaller head and 
bust of a maiden, the features being of 
exquisite workmanship. 
The rest of the 


neck is most beautifully cut and gilded, 
and the colors are clear and bright, 
thon<rli they are now over 300 years old, 
as the instrument was made in"l532. The 
wood from which Gasper da Salo chose 
his material grew on the mountains be- 
tween Brescia and Veronia, where it was 
so finely developed by the even tempera- 
ture prevailing there that the veins of 
the wood are exactly an even distance 
apart. 
The 
mountains 
near 


Brescia are entirely denuded of trees. It 
is impossible to find such wood else- 
where, and the instruments of this mas- 
ter are unique in this respect and cannot 
be imitated. 
Cardinal Adebranddini 


bought Gasper da Salo's and Beuvemito 
Cellini's violin for 3,000 ducats, and pre- 
sented it to the treasury of Innspruck, 
from which it got its name of the "Treas- 
ury violin," which it has since retained. 
When Innspruck was invaded by the 
French in 1809 it came into possession of 
a soldi er who gave it over to Khaczdk for 
the insignificant snni of 400 gulden. In 
1839 Ole Bull visited Bhaezek, saw the 
violin and bid all he possessed for the 
instrument, offering as well the proceeds 
of the concerts he was then giving in 
Vienna. " Give me the fourth or Vienna 
and then we will see," was Khaczek's re- 
ply. 
]3ut he promised the artist if he 


ever parted with it he should have the 
preference. Two years laier, in Leipsic, 
Listz and Mendelssohn were dining with 
Ole Bull, and while they sat at a table 
the servant brought in an envelope bear- 
ing a great seal, which the host put one 
side. "Open your letter," cried Listz, "it 
has a large seal and may be important." 
It proved to be from the' sou of Khaezek, 
and imparted the news of his father's 
death, and that "a clause of liis will di- 
rected that the Treasury violin should be 
sent to Ole Bull." The delighted artist 
told the good news to his friends. "What 
a wonderful violin it must be to cost so 
much money," said Mendelssohn. 
"We 


must play the Kretnzer Sonata together 
the first time you use it in public." 
When the instrument came, it was found 
that there was no bar in it, and it had, 
therefore, never been played upon. As 
soon as possible it was put in order, and 
as Mendelssohn had suggested, it was 
consecrated to art by the playing of 
Beethoven's Sonata.
